To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Union: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the public 
schools for the school year 1959—1960. 


After more than a year of investigation and checking 
the exterior of the school was painted and louvres in- 
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stalled. It is hoped that the conditions that caused the 
building to peel have been corrected. But only time will 
give the answer. The unpainted corridors, stair wells, 
and high school classrooms were also painted by the same 
contractor which resulted in a lower cost for the exterior 
job as it providid work for days that did not permit out- 
side painting and therefore would have been lost. 

Projects that should have, been begun such as re- 
locating water pipes that ran overhead through two 
classrooms, enclosing unused space for storage purposes, 
stripping the auditorium floor, repairing the walks into 
the building where deep pockets catch water, enlarging 
the science laboratory, grading the playground under the 
swings and seesaws and installing a valve in the boiler 
room, have been held in abeyance for fear of an over- 
draft. Also purchases of much needed equipment such 
as furniture for the high school main room and the com- 
mercial room, clocks for the elementary classrooms, a 
program clock system for the high school, a fire alarm 
system for the building, and much needed equipment for 
the science laboratory, the lack of which is retarding the 
program seriously, have been held in abeyance for the 
same reason. 

During January when the end of the fiscal year was 
near enough to permit the figuring of expenditures to the 
end of the year with a reasonable degree of accuracy 
orders were placed for installation of the valve in the 
furnace room, the re-locating of the water pipes and 
the enclosing of unused space in the high school lavatory 
to make it available for much needed storage. Clocks for 
the elementary classrooms, reference books for both the 
elementary school and the high school, and a program 
clock system for the high school were purchased. This 
manner of making repairs and renovations and purchas- 
ing equipment is not good as it prohibits obtaining the 
lowest prices on many of the items. As an example, by 
having the funds to do the interior as well as the exterior 
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painting last summer a considerable sum was saved. To 
have been able to place the orders for furniture in a 
large enough amount by including main room furniture 
with that of the commercial room, as well as being able 
to place the order for Union with orders for one or more 
of the other four towns would have given a saving of 
two to three or more dollars per unit, the break in price 
coming with the purchase of more than 100 units, and 
again after 200 units. These possible savings also apply 
to reference books and school supplies, this being the 
reason for placing such orders for the five towns together 
for a superintendent gets the quantity discounts regard- 
less of the different places shipments are sent to or billed. 

The practice of spending all the money appropriated 
during the fiscal year or in losing by absorption of the 
balance into the new budget is most uneconomical and 
unintelligent. A budget is made up on the basis of the 
experience of item costs over the past two or three years. 
A balance in a budget may come from two things, 
namely, decreased use of an item as due to weather, 
enrollment or other factors, or late billing, or holding 
back on the placing of the order to obtain a more favor- 
able price, in the manner indicated above. 

A modern school system is a continuous operation, 
its school year bridging two fiscal periods, and it, unlike 
a town administration, cannot halt its financial program 
on the last day of February and commence anew March 
1st without losing financial economies it could otherwise 
benefit from. 

A little reflection on the part of the citizens will let 
them see the fallacy of not having enough confidence in 
the school administration to permit approval of the bud- 
get requested. The reduction from the amount requested 
last year was a serious handicap. 

The budget requested this year is $20.00 more than 
that requested for 1959-60 and $2,020.00 more than 
appropriated last year. The total increase in the gross 
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budget is explained on the budget opposite the items 
where the increases occur. This form has been used as an 
attempt to make the explanations clearer and more easily 
understood. 

Under separate articles, will be a request to authorize 
a reserve fund for accumulating a school owned bus. 
This is to safeguard against being without bus service. 
Another article will be to see what sum, if any, the town 
will appropriate for the first article. Due to the limited 
time before the school may face a crisis it is reeommended 
that this be for $2,000.00. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the parents, 
town officials, school committee and teachers for their 
co-operation and help during this past year.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, Superintending School Com- 
mittee, and the Citizens of the Town of Union, I herewith 
submit the annual report of the high school principal. 


The enrollment this year is as follows: grade 7, 28 
students; grade 8, 25 students; freshmen, 30 students; 
sophomores, 38 students; juniors, 25 students: seniors, 
17 students. This makes a total enrollment of 163 
students, 110 in high school and 53 in junior high school. 
There will be another increase in enrollment next year 
due to a large seventh grade entering and the addition of 
tuition students to the present eight grades. The enroll- 
ment next fall should reach between 180 and 185 students 
in the six years. The total six year enrollment for 1956 
1956 was 89 students. 


The increased enrollment has caused some crowding | 
in parts of our program. This is particularly in the science 
laboratory and the commercial typing room. With more 
interest in science and more students taking laboratory 
science, there is not: adequate room to perform proper 
experiments. Something should be done before next fall 
so that it will not be necessary to curtail some of our 
laboratory sciences. The typewriting room has eleven 
typewriters which are adequate for our present commer- 
cial students, but does not allow for proper training of 
students in the college program. 


The increases in enrollment have caused us to be- 
come much larger than most of the schools in the 
Medomak Valley League, thus competition in the league 
has become quite one sided in most cases. Union High 
School has been offered an opportunity to join the Knox- 
Lincoln League. We have played the schools in this 
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league for the past season and found that we can compete 
quite successfully in the league. It has been decided for 
the best interests of the school that we join the league. 
Other schools in the Knox-Lincoln League are Camden, 
Thomaston, Waldoboro, Lincoln Academy, Boothbay Har- 
bor, and Wiscasset. 


On behalf of the faculty and myself I wish to take 
this opportunity to thank the Superintendent, the Super- 
intending School Committee, and the Citizens of the 
Town of Union for helping us to make this year so 
pleasant and successful.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in the 
Town of Union for the Year 1959 


At the year’s end it is again appropriate to give you 
an account of public health nursing services in your com- 
munity for the year 1959. 


The primary purpose of public health nursing is to 
provide nursing service to people at home, at school, at 
work, in clinics and health centers, so that individuals, 
families and the community as a whole will be helped 
to achieve and maintain optimum health. Public health 
nursing is one of the basic health services that contribute 
to a healthy and happy way of life. 


The very important work of the Division of Public 
Health Nursing of the Maine Department of Health and 
Welfare is to provide public health nursing service to 
people in the rural areas and small towns of our State. 
These services include: 


Health teaching of individuals and families in their 
homes for the prevention of illness, promotion of 
health and correction of defects. 


Teaching nursing care of the sick and rehabilitation 
of the handicapped in their own homes, with medical 
direction from the patient’s physician. 
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Prevention and control of communicable diseases 
through immunization programs, detection and fol- 
low up of tuberculosis and venereal diseases, and 
health education. 


Maternal and child care, including school health 
services and child health conferences. 


Follow-up home visiting to individuals and families 
under care of the various State clinics and services -- 
crippled children, pediatric, mental retardation, 
cleft palate, adolescent, cardiac, tuberculosis -- to 
help patients and families carry out the doctor’s in- 
structions for treatment. 


Working closely with physicians, hospitals, and other 
health and social agencies in behalf of patients and 
families. 


Working closely with the townspeople, individually 
and in groups, so that the people themselves will 
take responsibility for developing health programs 
to meet their unique local health needs. 


Health is a priceless possession, defined by the World 
Health Organization as ‘‘a state of complete physical, 
mental, and social well-being and not merely the absence 
of disease or disability’. It is wisely said that public 
health is people, who are so concerned with good health 
for themselves, their neighbors, and their community that 
they work for this priceless possession. This wise saying 
guides us well, for nowhere in our State do we have the 
number of public health nurses we need to give all the 
services we would like to give. It follows, then, that a 
successful public health nursing program does, and indeed 
should depend largely upon the interest, support and 
volunteer work of the local people, individually and 
through organized group effort. The public health nurse 
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gives directly those services that require her special 
professional nursing skills and gives leadership and 
counsel to the townspeople in developing, cooperatively, 
the health programs most suitable for their own com- 


munity.

66 ANNUAL REPORT 
UNION CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


The Union Chamber of Commerce has completed its 
fifth year. 


In February it sponsored an open meeting for the 
townspeople with Sylvester L. Poor from the State High- 
way Department speaking on the proposed routes for 
the new road. 

In March, at the suggestion of our State Representa- 
tive, Robert Heald, copies of the Legislative Documents 
were requested and placed in Goff’s Store for people to 
read. 

The Chamber voted to sponsor a boy in the Soap Box 
Derby in Bangor. James Howard was chosen as that boy. 

In April members of the Chamber gathered and 
arranged material for exhibit at the State House for Knox 
County Day. Two of our Union girls, Annette Austin and 
Constance Knight, were recognized in the Legislative 
session on that day and later served cheese, made in one 
of our local industries, and crackers at the State House. 

The Chamber voted to support and to send two 
representatives to the newly formed Community Council. 

A work party mowed the grass and cleaned up the 
Walter A. Ayer Park. The picnic tables and float were 
put out and a wharf, donated by Ernest Cunningham, 
was placed at the boat launching area. Additional gravel, 
donated by Melvin Kennedy, was also hauled in for the 
launching area. 

Many letters were written to people who had in- 
quired from the State Chamber of commerce about 
vacation areas. 

In June Elmer Goff and Harland Demuth went to 
Ogunquit to receive an award, won by Union in the Com- 
munity Achievement contest sponsored by the Maine 
Federation of Business and Professional Women’s Clubs 
in conjunction with the Department of Economic Develop- 
ment. Union, one of seven communities to receive such 
an award, won first place in the small town division. 
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1959 marked the 150th anniversary of the deeding 
of the common to the town. To celebrate this anniversary 
the Chamber sponsored in July a parade, which included 
a float built by the members, an appropriate talk by 
Curtis Payson, and a band concert followed by a street 
dance. 

For the third year the Chamber of Commerce sent 
50 complimentary tickets for Union Fair to the Maine 
Publicity Bureau in Kittery with the request that they 
be given to tourists. Eight of these tickets were turned 
in at the gate. 

For the fourth year the Chamber voted to sponsor 
a Christmas Decorations contest. Prizes were awarded to 
Mr. and Mrs. John Moody, Jr., Mr. and Mrs. Walter Rich, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Gary Newbert. Worthy mention was 
awarded to the following, who had not entered the 
contest: Mr. and Mrs. Perry Spaulding, Mr. and Mrs. 
Roland Payson, and Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Niskala. 

Again this year the Chamber sponsored a special 
Christmas decorations for the village green.

The membership in the dept. is not very high and I 
would like very much to see it increase. Our regular

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would like to take this opportunity to invite any one in 
town to attend our regular meeting in March which is 
also our annual meeting. 


In September we received our new pumper from the 
American Lafrance Co. Which consists of a 750 gal. per 
minute pump, 500 gal. tank with hose bed and compart- 
ments mounted on a 750 Ford chassis. 


With the addition of the new pumper we were 
qualified to enter into the Knox County Mutual Aid 
Association, our application was presented and we were 
accepted into the association at their October meeting. 
I would like to explain to you what this association means 
to the Town of Union. In the association at the present 
time there are 11 towns, with over 40 pieces of equipment 
that we in Union or any other town in the association can 
call in to help fight fires or for any other emergency that 
might arise with out any cost to the town. 


With the balance in the treasury at the beginning 
of the year and what we have made from the dance, and 
taken in from out of town fires we bought a two way 
radio for the new truck and have a balance February 
Ist, 1960 of $772.00. There are a number of things we 
need in the dept. and I am sure the members of the dept. 
will spend this money for the best interest of the town.

The Union Health Council, whose membership is 
open to any citizen interested in the health of people, 
holds four regular meetings a year in September, Novem- 
ber, January and March. The Council has three main 
functions, namely: (1) To determine and act on health 
needs of the community, (2) To assist the Public Health 
Nurse in carrying out her program, (8) to assist in the 
interpretation of the Public Health Program to the 
people, and to secure co-operation of other organizations. 


Council members do all the vision and hearing test- 
ing. Mrs. David Carroll is in charge of the hearing tests 
by audiometer. 


School clinics for immunizations and physical exam- 
inations, with Dr. Arnold C. Walker and Mrs. Ada W. 
Ames, Public Health Nurse, in attendance, are under the 
chairmanship of Mrs. Philip Lonn. 


Three Health Conferences for pre-school children 
have been held this year, with Mrs. Willard Howard as 
Chairman. 

Last fall the Council sponsored an Adult Polio 
Clinic at which 128 shots were given. Mrs. Lynwood Hilt 
was nurse in attendance at this Clinic.

In accordance with Chapter 90-A, Revised Statutes 
of 1954, an audit has been conducted of the financial 
records of the Town of Union for the fiscal year ended 
February 12, 1959. 

The examination was made in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards that pertain to 
governmental accounting and was conducted by Auditor 
C. G. Hawes of the State Department of Audit. | 

The audit analysis was on a basis consistent with 
that of the preceding year, and included such tests of the 
accounting records and other auditing procedures as were 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 

The financial and statistical sections, incorporated in 
this report, present the results of the Town’s financial 
operations for the period indicated.

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COMMENTS 
February 21, 1958 to February 12, 1959 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the various 
officers of the Town of Union has been completed for the 
fiscal year ended February 12, 1959. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits 
and schedules. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net unex-— 


pended departmental balances lapsed amounted to $3,- 
335.23, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $4,517.15 
Overdrafts 1,181.92 
Net Unexpended Balances $3,335.23 


The overlay and unexpended balances in various operat- 
ing accounts, more particularly in the town poor account, 
were the principal factors contributing to the amount 
carried to surplus. Overdrafts occurred in several ac- 
counts, principally in the snow removal account. 


ASSETS....:... The general fund cash balance of $17,607.84 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by the Depos- 
itors Trust Company, Rockland, Maine. 


Accounts receivable amounted to $81.81 and represented 
a reimbursable street light expenditure and an over- 
deposit in the Clara E. Thurston Worthy Poor Fund. 
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Taxes receivable totaling $2,113.93 consisted principally 
of current year accounts of $1,671.16. The balance of 
$442.77 contained uncollected accounts dating from 1946. 


Tax liens, tax deeds and tax acquired property amounted 
to $419.26, $586.67 and $412.05 respectively. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS....The appropriation accounts 
show an unexpended balance of $10,300.41 representing 
various operating account balances carried forward to 
the ensuing year in accordance with legal requirements 
and-or customary practice. 


Other reserves include withholding tax and social security 
contributions due governmental agencies and uninvested 
trust fund principals and income. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $8,733.06, an 
increase of $830.75 for the year. This was occasioned 
principally by the net unexpended departmental] balances 
lapsed less appropriations for current operations. 


Included in the charges to surplus is $1,300.00 for the 
school lunch program. The expenditure, although author- 
ized to be financed by loan, was made from general funds. 


DEBT FUND........ The debt fund, incorporated in the 
balance sheet as a separate fund, reflect outstanding 
building construction bonds of $16,000.00 which mature 
$2,000.00 annually with interest at 23% %. 


TRUST FUNDS..Trust fund principals totaled $34,574.64, 
and unexpended income amounted to $2,416.01. With the 
exception of the amount due from general fund, the 
funds are invested in stocks and bonds totaling $30,684.87 
and time deposits of $5,760.94. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTSB............ The departmental 
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operating accounts showed a decrease of $317.93 in funds © 


raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. 
Smaller appropriations for highways, charities and in- 
debtedness and a larger education account appropriation 
were the major factors contributing to the decrease. 


Departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year increased by $7,221.66, as compared with the bal- 
ances at the start of the year. The increase appeared for 
the most part in the education accounts. Included in the 
carrying balances is an uninvested appropriation of 
‘$1,000.00 for a pumper fund for the fire department. 


GENERAL....The townspeople authorized appropriations 
from surplus and the use of excise tax revenue for certain 
current year operations. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Count of cash was made and records checked 
to determine the acuracy of recording cash transactions. 


The cash account was verified by reconciliation of state- 
ments furnished by the depository. External verifications 
were utilized on a test basis to determine the correctness 
of recorded assets. Dy 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. .Vouchers, payrolls 
and cancelled checks were examined for a selected period. 
Excise tax collections were verified with the copies of the 
receipts retained by the collector. 


Education account balances were checked with a state- 
ment furnished by the Superintendent of Schools. Debt 
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and trust fund transactions were examined and securities 
were verified by actual inspection. Surety bond coverage 
was reviewed. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the 
accompanying statements and supporting information 
present fairly the financial position of the town at Feb- 
ruary 12, 1959, and the results of its uals for the 
year then ended.
